Dear Luis: 

I was happy to hear from you. In my letter to Victor, I 
e:xpl&ined why I could not write. Now that I am better, 1*11 ex¬ 
plain a few things so that we *11 arrive at some kind of understand¬ 
ing and arrangement. Xt r s important that you and I have a perma- < 

nent basis for working together. Your task is tough and rugged 
compared with mine. I*ve some degree of freedom here* and I should 
be able to do you and the movement something constructive. But first 
of all, I told Victor how you can get in touch with me. Follow the 
instruction. 

Dear Luis, I want to tell you now that X have been follow¬ 
ing your career ever since I have become a writer. There are many 
times when I had the impulse to return to the Philippines and join 
your movement. But always I was paralyzed by the thought that 1*11 
be more valuable here. Don 1 1 think for^ one moment that you T ve no 
friends in America. You afe in everybody*s mouth and mind. The 
labor movement, the writers and newspapermen, the intellectuals and 
college people, and the movie industry in Hollywood, all these groups^ 

Luis, are talking about you. You are their conscience. You have gi- j 

ven them something to activate their intellects. Since I know per¬ 
sonally most of the progressive people especially writers and movie 
workers, I*ve been often asked why 1 shoulan* t write a book about 
you and the movement of the peasants. I had several reasons then 
and these are some: I had felt that; it was not the right time; I 
had felt that you are too big a subject to be desultorily written 
about. i^

But all these reasons are Solved now* This is the time, 

I J m in control of my creative abilities. Now 1*11 write the book 
about you and the peasants. There, is some talk in Hollywood to 
make a movie of your life centering around the peasant movement, 
but these writers and direct or & who are interested are temporarily 
blacklisted from the industry by the Un—American Committee in the 
Congress of the B. S. But thas witch-hunting can*t stop us from 
writing a novelize form about your life. I*m very sure that the 
sudden resurgence of facist activities here will die down. Host 
of the newspapers and magazines are fighting for you against the 
imperialistic policies of the government of the Unit ed States* 

And when this comes and the facist element in America is again 
driven underground^ and I already have the book about you and 
the peasant movement, I*m sure that the interest in Hollywood 
will be revived. I f m writing at length about this because it is 
important. The screen is the widest and quickest distributor of 
ideas. There is also some talk to make a movie of the life of 
Jose RLzal. But I don*t think the American public is interested 
in so far away a period of Philippine History in which government 
of the United States has no particular part, and is so legendary 
a character who seemed to have been the repository of all human 
dignity. Yours is contemporary. Leave this part of the job for 
me here in America* 

There is what 1 would like you to do for me: Give the 
materials which I might be able to use to Victor. This book I*ve 
in mind mil have you as the leading character and Soliman as the 
second. Of course, your group and his group will be in it. 
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I can^ leave the United States now because I 1 11 never be able 
to come back if I do* I think you know the reasons why 1*11 be there 
some day soon to work with you* I*m playing with time* At the pre¬ 
sent time* I*m writing a novel about you and the Philippine problems* 

It will interest you to knov/ that some of my books are translated in¬ 
to Italian* French* Russian* Danish and Swedish. Negotiations are be¬ 
ing transacted for translations into Spanish* Japanese and Liddish* 

Two are printed in London* England. One is reprinted in Canada, what 
I*m trying to convey is this: That if I write a book about you* Soli- 
man and the people *s movement* a large part of the civilized world will 
know the true story* ^ 

TJhen I*m stronger 1*11 around if I can start a committee here 
in New York to support your movement. There was a long editorial about 
you the other day in a big Los Angeles newspaper* and it v/as intelligent 
and friendly* There are more progressive and liberals in New York, but 
there is more money in Hollywood. 

Nov/ there are some rich Filipinos here and they are my friends 
in a way. But they don*t under stand the issues involved and they are 
easily frightened. There are also good comrades and I*m sure they v/ill 
help and work as soon as we are organized into a solid working commit¬ 
tee for your support. Heanwhile* tell me what books you need and 1*11 
send them to you through Victor* TJhat size of shoes do you wear? and 
shirts? I*m a very small man* only five feet and two inches* and I 
weigh not even a hundred pounds. But if there is anything I can do 
for you and your movement — if it is only the use of my name — 
please feel free to do so* I am not afraid of the facist bastards 
at heme. 


And give my warmest wishes to the comrades and your men until 
I hear from you again*

Dear Victor: 

I received your letter about two months ago and the magazines 
and pamphlets. I took the liberty of using some extracts from your 
writings in the proper publications here* and 1*11 go on doing this 
as long as I still have the freedom to write and have access to cer¬ 
tain periodicals of liberal thought. 

I have many things to tell you from this side of the ocean. 
But before I proceed* I read carefully the enclosed letter of your 
good friend L.T. Bo 1*11 enclose my answer to him. Please fell free 
to read both letters because this and his complement each other in 
lvhat I*ve to say. 

Immediately upon your departure from Stockton* California* I 
fell ill again. I left that tovm and then came back to Los Angeles 
to recuperate* The strike was a failure due to the machinations of 
some of our Filipino leaders* and there was a great amount of money 
involved. In fact* Roberto Regala* v/ho was their consul general in 
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San Francisco, California, took the sides of the growers and shippers; 
and he bitterly and stubbornly refused to sit the representatives of 
the F*T.A.-C.I*0* officials at the conferences that decided the proper 
bargaining agent of the workers# This man Eegala is not here anymore; 
a pressure group forced him to resign# He is not a truly dangerous 
man, he is only on the v^ay to progress* But he is an unconscious fa- 
cist, when he is aware of the ideology, then he *11 be dangerous* yatch 
for him* I*ve several tip-offs with him when he was new in California 
because of his arrogance and chauvinism* I calmed down due to my sin¬ 
cere hope for Filipino unity in the Pacific Coast, and I f m sorry now 
that I took this attitude* The damage is done* 

Bemember some of the brothers you met in Stockton? Six of 
them have been arrested in Seattle by the F.B.I* and are facing de¬ 
portation* - This is the culmination of the concerted efforts of Phil¬ 
ippine Consulate Office in San Francisco and Filipino labor racket¬ 
eers in California, superimposed by the power of the Associated Far¬ 
mers in San Joaquin Valley (Stockton) to do away vd.th all aggressive 
Filipino labor leaders and to destroy the F.f *A*~C*I*0*, which is a 
militant union created solely to organize the unorganized agricultural 
and factory workers* These brothers are temporarily released by bail 
ranging from §4,000.00 to §£,000*00* A committee has been formed in 
Seattle by the C.I.0* Central labor council to campaign for money in 
their defense and to fight for them in the courts of Washington* 

These are the arrested brothers: C. D^^Iansalvas, publicity 
director of the F.Ti.A*-C*I*0* (he was once an international viee- 
presideqtpf the same union; he is from San Manuel/ Pangasinan); 
Smestd^lSngacang, business agent (he is at present one of the seven 
members of the international board of directors of the union; he is 
from Luna, La Oiion); CeorgSf ii ?!5umlao, business agent of the Portland, 
Oregon, branch of the union (he has been a union official since 1933, 
when Filipinos were admitted into the American labor movement; he is 
from Sarrat, Ilocos Norte); and four others that you have not met be¬ 
cause they were in Alaska, negotiating with the Alaska Salmon industry 
for a better contract that season* Local 7 P*T*A*-C*I*0* won the ne¬ 
gotiations, but. another rival union composed of Filipino Farveni in 
Seattle tried to smear its leaders with the usual weapons Communist. 
That is why this six aggressive leaders are now facing deportation*. 

Now X will speak of Kejsr^jlaward, the international representa¬ 
tive of F*T*A*-C*I*0*, that you met at the office in Stockton (and the 
three of us talked for a moment in the busy kitchen). His wife, who 
was formerly a columnist for the People*s World is taking charge of 
the Committee in Seattle* Howard himself was a Harvard professor. 

His grandfather founded Howard University in V/ashington, and this is 
the best Negro University in the United States* He left a lucrative 
and easy position at the university and Joined the ranks of the labor 
movement picking out one of the toughest segments, the agricultural, 
cannery and factory v/orkers. It is tough because these v/orkers are 
widely scattered over the nation, and the Jobs are seasonal, and the 
v/orkers themselves are of all nations and races (the minority group 
predominating) and there are no federal laws covering the rights and 
securities of the workers. That is how sincere some people are ar¬ 
ound here* 

I J ve nothing to say about myself except to report that I 
stopped active union work at the outset of the war* Most of my as¬ 
signments were educational and propaganda, so I had the satisfaction' 
to travel often throughout the Pacific Coast and to meet the many 
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leaders in the union. And then again* I was already too ill. I went 
away and laid for two years* coming out once raore in the middle of the 
war* Then I had some success in writing. Then 1 took it as a perma¬ 
nent profession. And then I travelled around the United States* meet¬ 
ing many writ ers and important people. But Los Angeles-Hollywood is 
my territory, I know many people in the movie industry,. I will write 
about this part in my letter to L.T. But I’m sure you know what hap¬ 
pened to these writers and directors in Hollywood. That is why I 
can’t move^ I’m being watched too* How you know. 

But this you must always remember: You and the Filipino workers 
have many friends in America. rJhen the time comes and the witch-hunting 
loosens up a bit* I *11 start a committee here or in New York for your 
support and defense. Nearly all the newspapers and other publications 
now are for you and the Filipino people. Don’t sidestep or weaken your 
resistance: this is the right time to-strike. Only the other day a 
strong metropolitan newspaper. t in Los Angeles came out with a strong edi¬ 
torial against American colonial policy in the Philippines. Everyday 
now the headlines in the nation are about the revolting workers and the 
Huks under Luis Tarue* The imperialistic are getting hysterical* and 
the American people are waking up to the realities oof our present wor¬ 
ld. The progress of the powerful communist aimies in China is haunting 
their conscience. 

Now I will stop Victor* I’m getting tired. Please send mate¬ 
rials to me. You’ll know the reason why when you read my letter to 
Luis Tarue,

INSIGNE to be most loyal and patriotic to the .United States and even though

Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, advised that the 
Huks are Communist led, and that the Philippine Government has seized 
publications and propaganda literature issued by the Huks to support this 
charge. The Informant stated there are about 10,000 active Huks in the 
Philippine Islands, of whom 5?000 are armed. 

According to the Informant, the only evidence of a foreign power 
aiding the Huks is against the Communist Government of China, and it has been 
reliably reported to T-l that there are about 500,000 Chinese in the Philippine 
Islands, of which about one-half entered the country illegally. 

T-l also advised that it had been ascertained through reliable sources 
that a shakeup had occurred in the Huk organization sometime around 
February, 1951. As of March 5, 1951, according to Informant, the Huk 
organization was headed by JOSS^IAEA,. brother to JESUSVah-’d-VICEf'ITE (VAGINIS) 

LAVA, the latter now deceased. LUI SyTA RUC. formerly number one man in the 
organization, had been relegated to number three position and the second in 
command is now DEff* g&ST ELLO„ The Informant described JOSE LAVA as a very 
intelligent person)”and his ascension to the number one position has been 
interpreted by the Philippine Government as a closer association between the 
Huks and Russia, which will result in a more closely knit and better disciplined 
organization, TARUC was described by T-l as a "Tito" or nationalist type of 
Communist and LAVA as the Russian type of Communist, 

Concerning persons known cr suspected of Huk collaboration or 
association, as well as persons in the United States who might possibly 
assist the Huk movement, T-l gave the following information:

Confidential Informant T-l described MA NUEL lWsiGNE, ..Editor,. “Bataan 
Hews", 925 Ijth Street, Sacramento, California, (P. 0. Box 521) as a radical 
and rabble rouser, who would probably assist the Huk movement. According to 
T-l, 3NSIGNE was on the pay roll of the United States Resident-Commissioner 
of the Philippines, immediately prior to 'World War II, for the purpose of 
keeping Philippine labor in line. T-l pointed out that this employment 
was not official, but was a personal relationship between the Commissioner 
and INSIGNE. 

There was no record of MANUEL INSIGNE in the files of the Central

T-l advised that LAURtH'PQRTILLA, who is or has been associated 
with “The Beachcombers", a restaurant in Los Angeles, has made several • 
trips to the Philippines since World War II - two within the past year.

pines to organize for the Communists. However, 
informants have no knowledge that PORTILLA ever 
returned to the Philippine Islands. Neighbors 
and co-empl*yees consider PORTILLA loyal, and he 
is unknown to informants having a general know¬ 
ledge of Communist Party activities in Philadel¬ 
phia. CHARLES J. MI LLER , identified as a Retail 
Book Dealer, presently located at Lo5 South 22nd 
Street, Philadelphia. No credit or cr im i n al 
record on CHARLES J. MILLER. THOMAS 0. AMELIA,

COSmfPCRTILLA 


The records of the Philadelphia Credit Coreau, Ire., reflect 
that one COSME PORTILLA,as of 19i& resided at 2001 r-ct Colombia Avc.no, 
Philadelphia, and formerly resided at 1620 West Oxford Av> ;iaO and l5U 
North Tenth Street, Philadelphia. His wife was Hr .tod. as oiTANCF a Calli-LA, 
and his place of employment as the U. S. Marine Corps, 1100 South Broad 
Street, Philadelphia* 

The records of the FBI Identification Division reflect that 
COSME PORTILLA, FBI #63933l!A, was born September 27, 1891, at Jaro, 

Leyte, Philippine Islands, his address as of 19 l |2 was given as l51j. North 
Tenth Street, and the name of the person to be notified in case of emergency 
was LILLIAN PORTILLA, 2016 Wilder Street, Philadelphia. 

MRS* ALMINA GIBSON, 2016 Wilder Street, advised that COSME 
PORTILLA lived at her house for about one month but that he left about 
15 years ago* She stated that she never knew PORTILLA to be married, 
nor did she ever receive any indication that PORTILLA was disloyal to 
the United States. MRS. GIBS® stated that it is her opinion that PORTILLA 
was a loyal American. She also stated that the neighborhood has changed 
in 15 years and no one else lives there now who lived there when PORTILLA. 
did. 


MR. N. FISHMAN, 160 North Tenth Street, advised that ho is 
the ovaier of the building at 15)4 North Tenth Street and that he has owned 
the latter building for over ten years. He stated that the latter address 
■was never used as a dwelling since he armed it, and that he does not know 
anyone by the name of COSME! PORTILLA. 

MRS. A. CURRAN, 1620 West Oxford Street, Philadelphia, advised 
that she is the Manager of the apartment house at that address and that 
she never had anyone named COSME PORTILLA residing there. She stated that 
none of the present tenants have lived there more than six months* 

MR. and MRS. "wILLIAM 3BIDLKA, 2001 West Columbia Avenue, 
advised that they rent an apartment to MR. COSME PORTILLA and his wife, 
ELE-'ANOR, and that the PORTlLLAs have lived in the same apartment since 
19 ) 4 . 5 . The SBIDLERs state that MRS. FCkTILLA»s relatives cane from 
Annapolis, Maryland, and that the PQETILLAs have one son in the U. S. Army

in Germany. They stated that they do not know where PORTILLA is employed, 
but they do know that he broke his arm in the winter of 1950 and was 
treated at the Episcopal Hospital, and they thought that the hospital 
might have a record of PORTILLA's place of employment. MR. and MRS. 
SE3DEER both stated that it is their opinion that C03M1 PORT ILIA and his 
wife are loyal Americans. 

The records of the Episcopal Hospital at Front Street and 
Lehigh Avenue, Philadelphia, reflect that COSHE PORT ILLA was admitted 
to that hospital on February 22, 1950, for a “left colles fracture", 
and was discharged February 2U, 1950. These records reflect that PORTILLA 
gave his birth date as September 27, 1891, in the Philippine Islands, 
and his wife’s name as LEONOR/pPQRTILIA. He indicated that he was 
employed as a laborer by the 'Arrow Decorating Company at 325 West Glenwood 
Avenue, Philadelphia. PORTILLA. also indicated that, he previously served 
in the U. S. Navy. 

1£R. E L MER H* MAACK, Personnel Department, EJd.de Storage 
Battery Company, advised that C03ME PORTILLA previously v/orked in the 
firm's Crescentville plant and that he had two periods of employment. 

His first period of employment was from April 20, 1923, to September 27, 
192U, and his second period of employment was from October 3, 1935, to 
December 22, 1935. MR. MAACK stated that his records do not show why 
PORTILLA left on the latter date, and he also stated that he did not know 
of anyone presently with the firm who would know PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-l, a former associate of COSME 
PORTILLA, but of unknown reliability, previously stated that PORTILLA 
told him in the late 1930's that he, PORTILLA, was affiliated with the 
Communist Party. T-l also stated previously that he heard from an 
unknown source that PORTILLA had returned to the Philippine Islands and 
was a leader in the Hukbalahap movement. 

On January 29, 1951, T-l reaffirmed his previous statements. 
He advised that, as he stated previously, he heard from an unknown source 
that PORTILLA had returned to the Philippine Islands and was a leader 
in the Hukbalahap movement. T-l explained that he had no personal 
knowledge of this and could not recall v.herc he heard it. He stated, 
however, that PORTILLA told him personally sometime in the 1930’s, when 
they were both employed by the Exide Storage Battery Company, that he, 
PORTILLA, was “affiliated with the Communist Party". T-l stated that 
he did not know of anyone at the Exide Storage Battery Company who would 
recall PORTILLA.

Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, advised 
on February 12, 1951, that he knows PORTILLA slightly and that on a 
recent visit to the PORTILLAs* apartment,- HRS. PORTILLA informed him that 
neither she nor her husband ever returned to the Philippine Islands. 

This informant stated that he never heard of any rumors concerning any 
Communist Party activity by PCETILIA. 

Confidential Informant T-3, of known reliability, previously 
advised that prior to World War II a Filipino named PORTKLLA lived in 
Philadelphia, that PORTELIA spoke favorably of Communism, and that he 
heard from an unknown source that PORTELLA. had returned to the Philippine 
Islands and was a leader in the Hukbalahap movement. 

On February 13, 1951, T-3 stated he learned that the above 
mentioned individual is actually named COSMS PORTILLA. and that PORTILLA. 
is now living at 2001 West Columbia Avenue, Philadelphia. This informant 
recalls that PORTILLA told him right after the end of World War II that 
he, PORTILLA, wanted to return to the Philippine Islands to organize the 
Filipinos for the Communists. T-3 stated that he recently visited 
PORTILLA and that PORTILLA. stated that he was only joking when he said 
he would return to the Philippines to organize for the Communists, and 
that actually he thinks the Hukbalahaps are "crazy”. 

Confidential Informant T-U, a member of a local veterans 
organization, but who is of unknown reliability, previously stated that 
he never heard of any Communist activity among the 'Filipinos in Phila¬ 
delphia, nor had he heard of any activity in behalf of the Hukbalahaps. 





On March 3, 1951* T-U advised, that he remembers hearing from, 
someone that COSM3 PGRKLIA had been a member of the Communist Party 
about 15 or 20 years ago and he recalls that he saw PORTILIA in a May 
Day demonstration possibly in the 1930’s. T-H stated that because of 
the lapse of time, he cannot recall when this demonstration was held nor 
its exact location, and he added that he has not seen PORT ILIA in over 
ten years. 


Confidential Informant T-5* a local Filipino businessman of 
known reliability, previously stated that a Filipino living in Philadel¬ 
phia by the name of FQRT3LLA spoke at a Communist Party Rally in the 
late or mid 1930’s. T-5 stated he heard this from someone a long time 
ago and that he cannot recall who told him. He also stated that he had 
heard that PORTELLA had returned to the Philippines and that he was a 
leader in the Hukbalahap movement. 

On March 5, 1951* T-5 advised that he had heard nothing new 
concerning P0RTELL.1 and that the only tiling he could add to the informa¬ 
tion previously furnished is that he recalls that the meeting, referred 
to above, at which PORTELIA spoke was somewhere near the Philadelphia 
City Hall. He could not recall how the information concerning the meeting 
came to him, nor does he recall C03MS PORTILLA. 

Confidential Informant T-6, a Filipino professional man, of 
known reliability, advised that he never heard of GOSME PORTILIA. 

Confidential Informant T-7, a member of a local veterans 
organization, but of unknown reliability, advised that he never heard 
of C03MB PORTILIA. 

Confidential Informant T-8, a Filipino who has been employed 
by the U. S. Government for over 30 years, but who is of unknown reliability, 
advised that neither he nor his American wife ever heard of C03MB PORTILIA. 

Confidential Informant T-9, a leader in Filipino social 
activities in Philadelphia, also of unknown reliability, advised that 
he did not know COSME PORTILIA. 

The following Confidential Informants, who are of known 
reliability and who have a general knowledge of Communist activities 
in the Philadelphia area, advised that they do not know COSIffi PORTILLA:

AMELIA, of 1510 Chestnut 
Street, offered to make available to the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
his index containing information on judgment debtors of various banks and 
law offices in Philadelphia. 

The records of the Philadelphia Credit Bureau, Inc., reflect 
that in 19^2 THOMAS 0. AMELIA lived with his wife at 329 South Hicks 
Street, Philadelphia, that he was employed as a Clerk by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, and that he was well regarded as to character and habits.
